Greene Sure Home 
Will Stay Canadian 


OTTAWA (CP) — Energy 
Minister J. J. Greene told the 
Commons Thursday night he 
is confident that Home Oil Co. 
of Calgary will remain in 
Canadian hands without the 
government stepping in. 

But he added near the 
conclusion of a four-hour 
emergency debate that retro¬ 
active legislation might be 
necessary “if things don’t go 
right — if I turn out to be 
wrong.” 

He said the mood of 
Parliament was obviously 
that the company must re¬ 


main Canadian, and he 
agreed. 

Asked in the House whether 
he could guarantee that Home 
Oil would remain Canadian 
controlled one way or 
another, the minister replied 
that he could not guarantee 
that a private Canadian pur¬ 
chase would come off, though 
he is confident it would. 

The decision of the govern¬ 
ment, whether to act or not, 
would be taken at that time. 

During an emergency Com¬ 
mons debate on reports that 
Home Oil is about to be sold 
lo a U.S. firm. Greene 


reiterated to reporters outside 
the House that negotiations 
are going on “currently and 
almost continuously” with 
more than one company over 
the purchase of control of 
Home. 

But he added: 

“I am confident that those 
negotiations will be successful 
in maintaining Home Oil as a 
Canadian company — Cana¬ 
dian majority-owned with 
Canadian control.”

Police Eye 
Oil Protest 


BLAINE. Wash. (AP) — 
Law enforcement agencies 
from British Columbia and 
Washington met Thursday to 
prepare for what they said is 
a demonstration planned by 
environmentalists Sunday at 
the Blaine Peace Park to 
protest any movement of 
Alaska oil through Canadian 
water. 

Blaine police chief Ken 
Dolan said between 500 and 
3,000 persons were expected 
to participate in toe demon¬ 
stration. 

Atlantic Richfield Co. has 
said it plans to begin receiv¬ 
ing oil by tanker at its 
Cherry Point, Wash., refinery 
in the spring of 1973. The 
company pledged earlier this 
week* to compensate for any 
damage done to British 
Columbia property if oil is 
spilled. 

Jack Racine, manager of 
the Cherry Point plant, said 
chances of a major spill are 
remote. 

Rep resentatives of the 


Blaine police, the U.S. Border 
Patrol and toe RCMP met 
Thursday t o discuss the 
demonstration. 

Dolan aald officers planned 
to watch the situation care¬ 
fully and show no sign of 
force. He said intelligence 
reports indicated the demon¬ 
strators do not intend to cross 
the border into Blaine.

NANAIMO — Francis 
Wayne Oliver, 21, was found 
guilty Thursday of the non¬ 
capital murder of Klaus Wer¬ 
ner Prufer. 32, at Boat 
Harbor Oct. 24, and sentenced 
to life imprisonment. 

Geoffrey Ronald Oram. 22. 
facing the same charge in the 
shotgun killing, was acquitted 
by toe jury of seven men and 
five women after a Sta-hour 
deliberation in the B.C. 
Supreme Court trial. 

Oliver, barefoot and reading 
a Bible throughout the trial, 
told Mr. Justice Craig Munroe,, 
after being sentenced: 

“If I had my own way 
you’d have had to pick me up 
filled with bdUet holes. 

“God told me I shouldn't do 
that. God told me I made 
enough mistakes so I just 
should leave it up to him 
from now on. He said Jesus 
Christ said that he had 
already paid for my sins and 
he gave me the promise and 
that is why 1 am here today 
and I have a clear con¬ 
science.” 

Both Oliver and Oram are 
members of the 101 Knights 
motorcycle gang, recently 
based in Powell River. 

Oliver, alias Thomas Clin¬ 
ton, is also charged with the 
non-capital murder of Donald 
(Dogface) Turner, 38, in 
Vancouver last October. 

Turner was an admitted 
police informer. Ris body was 
found on the basement stairs 
of his rented house in Kitsi- 
lano. He had been killed by 
two shots from his own .38 
calibre revolver. 

Oliver was arrested and 
charged with the Prufer and 
Turner’ killings after a week- 
long sea and land search.

OTTAWA (CP) — Cana¬ 
dians can force the federal 
government to change direc¬ 
tion and they should do it 
again on the tax white paper 
proposals, Conservative 
Ijeader Robert Stanfield said 
Thursday.

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Unacceptable Invitation 


THE BESTT PART of the provincial government’s 
X offer to let the municipalities of Greater Vic¬ 
toria and Greater Vancouver participate in 
running the B.C. Hydro bus systems is that 
Recreation Minister Kenneth Klernan says it is not 
an "either-or” proposition. Particularly in the 
Victoria area, municipal leaders have shown no 
inclination to rush to accept it, and one is not 
surprised. In Vancouver, there has been some 
suggestion that the establishment of a regional 
transit board might accelerate planning of rapid 
transit. But on the mainland, too, the future cost to 
municipal taxpayers is warily contemplated. 

The offer as outlined by Mr. Kieman, a Hydro 
director, is that regional representatives of the 
municipalities would have full participation in 
determining bus fares, extension or limitation of 
services and related matters. The government 
would continue its $2 million annual subsidy to 
Hydro. Hydro would continue to sustain its bus- 
system loss at the level of the current year, 
roughly $3 million according to Mr. Kiernan, 
probably $2.4 million according to Hydro chairman 
Gordon Shrum. The municipalities would be 
required to share half the annual deficit beyond 
the total of these figures. In computing costs the 


two regions would be handled separately. (And the 
latest figures available show Victoria’s losses 
disproportionately high.) 

As It stands this is an invitation for local 
government to share or even take the blame for 
cutbacks in Hydro service or increases in fares, 
and also to bear the wrath of their ratepayers if 
taxes have to be increased to carry a regional 
share of the transit deficits. Dr. Shrum thinks the 
deficit will likely grow by about $2 million in the 
next year alone without cutbacks or fare boosts. It 
is a little like being cordially invited to pay to jump 
into a nettle patch. 

But Dr. Shrum takes it somewhat farther for 
the future. The whole idea behind the proposal, he 
says, is that B.C. Hydro will eventually get out of 
the transportation business. If one may be so bold 
as to interpret his words, he wants to dump it on 
the municipalities. But, to quote just one of the 
mayors who have reacted in the same way, “What 
is completely lacking in the proposal is a suggestion 
where the municipalities should find the financial 
resources to cover the operating deficits.” 

Perhaps the premier of the province could 
sweeten the offer by making such a suggestion. 


Water Across the Border 


‘PvESPITE ITS MASSIVENESS, or possibly be- 
X-' cause of it, Mr. Bennett’s famous Peace River 
dam has had a good many knocks from various 
quarters since and before it started its power flow 
in September of 1968, and the punch of politics has 
been hardest. 

There has been controversy over costs, over 
pondage, over transmission, over this, that and the 
other. But perhaps the loudest complaint arising 
from the Portage Mountain colossus has been on 
ecological damage it may or may not be causing. 

More specifically, the dam’s possible effects on 
the Peace-Athabaska delta have been in contention 
since the spring of 1969 when Alberta wildlife 
officials first said fish and game in the 
northeastern part of the province were in danger 
from low water. British Columbia refused to accept 
responsibility, pointing out that although the dam 
was holding back water, the winter snowfall had 
been abnormally low, and this could be a reason 
for the problem. 

Since then the quarrel has moved back and 
forth from Edmonton to Victoria to Ottawa and 
even to Regina because Athabaska Lake stretches 
into Saskatchewan. There have been conferences 
and studies and tense arguing. Politics entered into 
the fray with much being made of the plight of the 
Fort Chipewyan community of 1,400 native people 
who, it was argued, depended on fishing and 
trapping for their livelihood. This developed into a 
fight over economic problems of a minority group, 
and whether the delta was worth saving. 

There are strong feelings that it should be, 
and a positive step towards a solution finally was 
made last month when federal environment 
minister-elect Jack Davis announced the setting up 


of a special task force to come up with some ways 
and means recommendations by the end of this 
year. 

British Columbia has agreed to provide, on an 
informal basis, factual data on Bennett dam 
operations, but has declined to join the task force 
representing the governments of Alberta and 
Saskatchewan, the federal Indian and Northern 
Affairs Department and Mr. Davis’ own depart- 
mentr 

It is unfortunate British Columbia has taken 
this stand, with a claim that seasonal flows of 
water from the Peace are cyclical and that any 
damage that may have occurred on the Alberta 
side of the border resulted from an act of God. 
This may be a good argument, but the fact re¬ 
mains that there have been British Columbia 
man-made changes to the Peace which should be 
sufficient reason for full co-operation in meeting 
what Is considered a serious problem. 

That is, it was considered a serious problem by 
the Alberta government earlier, but now there 
appears to be a change of feeling that might be 
laid to politics again. 

Alberta Health Minister James Henderson 
recently told the legislature the Bennett dam is not 
causing serious problems, and in fact will bring 
long-term benefits to this province. He was making 
a counter-thrust to a move by the official 
opposition for a vote of censure against the 
government for what was being argued was 
mismanagement of Alberta’s resources in the 
Bennett dam crisis. 

Despite the lessening of pressure on one Social 
Credit government by another, there must be some 
soul-searching in Victoria on the whole question. 


High Rates, Filth and Misery 


On Welfare in New York Hotels 


T4T0T so many years ago, 
il the Broadway Central 
Hotel was a gathering place 
of Greenwich Village’s artis¬ 
tic gentry. It was a favorite 
spot for wedding parties, and 
there is many a New Yorker 
with memories of banquets 
eaten in the solid, high- 
ceilinged rooms of the 
spacious old hotel, with violin 
music drifting down the cor¬ 
ridors. 

Today the Broadway Cen¬ 
tral is the worst kind of slum, 
housing some 500 people in 
the stench of poverty, filth 
and human misery. Their bills 
— phenomenally high for the 
services given — are jointly 
met by the city, state and 
federal governments. Their 
way of life, as degraded as in 
the moat sickening tenement, 
is eloquent testimony to a 
welfare system which Presi¬ 
dent Nixon recently described 
as “a monstrous, consuming 
outrage." 

4 * ★ • 

Of the 13,300,000 Americans 
on welfare relief, more than 
1,100,000 live in New York — 
which means that one in 
every seven New Yorkers 
must be supported by the 
rest. And as the business 
recession, combined with the 
continuing influx of un¬ 
employed Negroes from the 
rural south, pushes the wel¬ 
fare figure higher, the city’s 
patch-work attempts at hous¬ 
ing the poor have become 
* increasingly frustrated. To¬ 
day, more than 5,000 of them 
are living in "welfare hotels" 
of which the Broadway Cen¬ 
tral is the biggest. 

Along with many other 
major American cities, New 
York has a desperate 
shortage of low-cost housing. 
It has beoome so uneconomic 
for landlords to maintain rent- 
controlled apartments, and so 
eosfly to build new ones that, 
over the past two years, only 
an estimated 6,000 low-rental 
houses have begun to be built. 
In this same period, 24,000 
housing units,. which could 
have been salvaged If bureau-

cracy and cash had permit¬ 
ted, have fallen into hopeless 
deterioration, abandoned by 
their landlords. Meanwhile, 
New York’s waiting Kst for 
low-cost homes has grown to 
135,000 families. 

♦ ★ ★ 

Dispossession is a common 
affliction or the poor. Fires 
are frequent in tenement 
apartments, buildings collapse 
or bee am e uninhabitable 
because the heating or plumb¬ 
ing systems fall into disrepair 
beyond the landlord’s caring. 
When bereft families need 
immediate homes, it used to 
be the policy of the New York 
welfare department to house 
them temporarily in hotels, 
just for a night or two until a 
suitable flat could be found. 
But there are no longer many 
suitable apartm ents, 
especially for large families, 
and the measure which used 
to be used in extremis has 
become commonplace and 
permanent. 

In fact the whole bureau¬ 
cratic mess which surrounds 
the welfare system has made 
it the simplest solution, since 
one city rule puts a ceiling of 
around 1200 a month rental 
which the welfare department 
may pay for a destitute 
family, while another rule 
slays there is no restriction at 
all on the sum the depart¬ 
ment can hand over to hotels 
for "emergency housing." 

A ★ ★ 

Consequently there have 
been cases where • mother on 
welfare relief has found her¬ 
self a new home for, say, 1225 
a month rent, only to be 
refused by a welfare depart¬ 
ment which opts instead to 
maintain her and her children 
indefinitely in a squalid hotel 
room at four times the cost to 
the taxpayers. 

In New York City the 
economy of poverty is bitterly 
urjuet. If you are middle- 
class and wttte a decent $200- 
a-month apartment is hard 
but not impoaribte to find, 
with few questions about your 


source of income. If you are 
poor and black and a mother 
with several children who 
have no visible father, it is 
out of the question even 
though the landlord has the 
security of the welfare 
department meeting the rent. 
Likewise hotel accommoda¬ 
tion. If you are white and well- 
dressed you cab walk into a 
New York hotel, a stranger 
off the street with no luggage 
but a credit card, and the 
choice of rooms is yours at 
the established, going rate. 
But if it is the welfare 
department, and not the 
American Express, which is 
picking up the bill, the 
chances are that you will 
either be refused or relegated 
to the kind of room which 
would make a Harlem tene¬ 
ment look pretty. 

* * ★ 

Most New York hotels dose 
their doors to welfare cases. 
But about a hundred of them, 
most of which had , been 
falling into decay and losing 
money, have found dealing 
with the welfare department 
a highly profitable business. 
Because “welfare people" 
have a reputation for messing 
up their living accommoda¬ 
tion, the hotel owners have 
coolly upped their rate* to far 
more than they could ever

charge a normal guest And 
because permanent housing 
for the poor is so hard to find, 
the temporary housing in 
hotels has lasted and lasted 
... sometimes as long as two 
years. 

It has been alleged by New 
York Congressman I. Koch 
that the city has paid out 
$1,240 a week to house a 
family of IS in an unpreten¬ 
tious hotel in the Bronx, and 
$789 for a family of 14 in a 
hotel in the Borough of 
Queens. Currently, the cost of 
keeping the poor in hotels is 
running at $7,500,000 a year. 
The total being paid out of all 
forms of accommodation for 
New York’s welfare cases is 
$300 million a year, and the 
city’s entire welfare budget 
1 which also includes supplying 
money for food, clothing and 
other essentials) was a record 
$1,700,000,000 last year, and 
continues to soar. 

★ ★ ★ 

In a political move aimed 
at forcing the federal and 
state governments to take 
more of their share of the 
city’s unbearable welfare 
costs, New York’s Mayor 
John Lindsay has rejected 
this year’s budget of $2,100,- 
000,000 by his own welfare 
department, claiming that the 
city’s taxpayers can no longer 
continue to meet the rising 
price of welfare. 


I F the New Democrats man— 
age, within reasonable 
time, to find their way out of 
the party’s deepening Waffle 
wilderness.

meets to elect a successor to 
Thomas Clement Douglas. 

Tommy Douglas, one of the 
original small band of bright 
young men around the found¬ 
ing father, J. S. Woodsworth 
of the CCF, has been a 
practising socialist all his 
adult life, a veteran who 
initially entered Parliament 
back in 1935, became premier 
of Saskatchewan, then 'NDP 
federal leader these past nine 
years, and is stepping down 
without, at this critical point 
in his party’s time, desig¬ 
nating a personal choice of 
successor.

B EFORE the federal-pro¬ 
vincial conference on con¬ 
stitutional reform — the sixth 
in three years — Justice 
Minister John Turner said 
that some sign of progress 
was essehtial this time to 
prevent the collapse of the 
stalled exercise. 

To make sure die premiers 
would get the message, he 
carried it to them personally 
on a cross-country tour during 
which he outlined a new 
amending formula as the 
focal point of the summit 
meeting in Ottawa. 

So when the premiers, most 
of whom wanted to talk about 
unemployment and rising 
costs of welfare, arrived in 
the capital, they knew Prime 
Minister Trudeau would not 
let them go home without at 
least some semblance of 
movement in the petrified 
constitutional field. 

★ ★ ★ 

The federals chose the 
amending formula as the 
pivotal issue of the sixth 
const! tutional conference 
because the five previous 
meetings of the 11 first 
ministers had made it clear 
that agreement on the out¬ 
lines of a new consitution, or 
even of the need to replace 
the century-old British North 
America Act, was not possible 
within that conclave. 

Instead of admitting the 
unsuitability of the instru¬ 
ment former prime minister 
Lester Pearson selected for 
the difficult task of consitu- 
tlonsl change, Mr. Trudeau 
decided to try to salvage the 
charade of federal-provincial 
constitutional conferences. 

The reason tor this decision 
is not hard to fathom. 

As long as the exploration 
of constitutional change is in 
the hands of the heads of 
government, they, and parti¬ 
cularly the federal prime 
minister, have control of the 
process. To admit unsuit¬ 
ability of the summit con¬ 
ference tor the job would 
necessitate handing over the 
whole thing to Parliament

and the provincial legislatures 
where the opposition groups, 
which in some cases repre¬ 
sent the majority of the 
electorate, would have a 
chance to influence the pro¬ 
cess. 

It was, in all probability, 
this consideration which 
decided Mr. Pearson’s choice 
of the federal-provincial con¬ 
ference as the Instrument of 
constitutional overhaul, and 
which made him resist stren¬ 
uously demands for the estab¬ 
lishment of an all-party par¬ 
liamentary constitutional com¬ 
mittee. 

Mr. Trudeau, who set out to 
downgrade the role of Parlia¬ 
ment and emasculate its 
powers the moment he 
stepped into Mr. Pearson’s 
shoes, found the machinery 
tor constitutional change he 
inherited from his predeces¬ 
sor well-suited to his plans. 
With the growing dependence 
of the majority of the pro¬ 
vinces on federal funds, he 
could dominate the executive 
summit meetings and make 
sure that no blueprint for 
constitutional change at vari¬ 
ance with his own rigid 
concepts would emerge from 
them.

It is true that Mr. Trudeau 
eventually gave in to 
demands for an all-party 
p arliamentary constitutional 
committee, but not before the 
downgrading of Parliament 
had reached the point where 
the work of such a committee 
is simply ignored by the all- 
powerful executive. 

M e an while, however, It 
became necessary to demon¬ 
strate to the increasingly- 
skeptical public that the 
summit meetings can and will 
deal with the constitutional 
question. 

Since Mr. Trudeau does not 
seem to favor replacement of 
the BNA Act with a new 
constitution, and since the 


first ministers, who are 
essentially managers of the 
constitutional status quo, 
cannot agree on such a 
radical step anyway, he and 
his justice minister concen¬ 
trated on devising and selling 
an amendment formula that 
would create the impression 
of a breakthrough in the 
constitutional deadlock. 

In other words, Mr. 
Trudeau came to the conclu¬ 
sion that the charade of the 
f e d e ral-provincial constitu¬ 
tional conference, played 
behind closed doors after the 
initial fanfares of publicity, 
needed some window dressing 
which would convince the 
electorate that the first 
ministers were making prog¬ 
ress under his guidance and 
tliat no one else could do any 
better. 

★ * ★ 

All the premiers have, of 
course, a vested political 
interest in helping to project 
such an impression. 

They would hate to / admit 
failure and hand the task of 
constitutional overhaul to a 
wider political forum which 
could, and in all probability 
would, recommend substan¬ 
tial reallocation of federal- 
provincial powers. 

Despite this common 
interest of the submitters, 
their sixth constitutional con¬ 
ference again ended without 
agreement on anything of 
substance. 

All they were able to agree 
on even though the central 
issue tills time was limited to 
the Trudeau-Tumer amending 
formula shorn of the trouble¬ 
some question of what It was 
supposed to amend — was the 
window dressing of the grand¬ 
iloquent but in faot empty 
final communique. 

Careful reading of the 
ambiguous document can 
hardly fail to raise a nagging 
question: Breakthrough t o 
what? Into a void where 
verbal gymnastics oonjure up 
illusions of progress with 
which to fool the public? 






























































Cutting of Ho Chi Minh Trail Would Be Major Setback for Hanoi 

Laos Push Crisis Point in Indochina War

Surprise has always been regarded by military 
men as one of the most useful weapons of war, and 
H may therefore seem difficult to understand what 
prompted the U.S. command in Saigon to telegraph 
many days in advance the South Vietnamese in¬ 
cursion into Laos, or the target^of its main thrust. 

Since General Creighton Abrams is a gifted leader, it 
•eems that his appreciation was that there waa little the 
North Vietnamese could do about the operation, anyway, and 
that even more importantly the operation was intended to 
have not merely military but psychological reactions in Hanoi 
and among its forces in the field. Hints now that the South 
Vietnamese intend to sit astride the Ho Chi Minh Trail when 
they reach Tchepooe until the monsoon rains begin early in 
May strongly support this. 

In fact, Hanoi is being told bluntly and unequivocally that 
this Is the real crisis point of the war. For there is no doubt 
that if the operation succeeds, supplies for the southern 
fronts and Cambodia will dry up and the main force North 
Vietnamese units operating south of Tchepone. and already 
heavily rationed, will be more vulnerable than ever before. 

Whether it will succeed is the question. 

The Ho Chi Minh Trail sounds rtwnantic. Like the 
mandarin road that led from the Imperial capital at Hue 
along the coast and through the port de Chine to China, and 
the opium road, which ran north from Laos Into Tongking, it 
conveys a sense of color and adventure. In the early years of 
the Indochina War, couriers from the Viet Minh’s main 
bases and battle areas in northern Vietnam maintained 
contract with their southern forces along the Annamite Chain. 
Little of the region had ever been under French control. 
Much of it was unexplored, with mountain peaks rising above 
7,000 ft. 

Adi of It was covered with dense jungle. The journey by 
this route was known to be both hazardous and exhausting. It 
came to be known as the Ho Chi Minh Trail and was 
regarded as a bit of a joke. It ceased to be a joke in January, 
1954, vtjen Viet Minh forces in considerable strength spilled 
out of the jungle in Kontum province in the high plateau, 
captured a string of posts north of the provincial capita], then 
took the capital itself and swept on to destroy a French 
mobile group built around the veteran battalions of the 
Korean War. 

Sinoe all other major actions of the Indochina War were 
fought north of the 17th parallel, the Ho Chi Minh Trail did 
not play a decisive part in the defeat of the French. But in 
this war Hanoi could not do without it 

Through Laos, it is almost all in Kha country. Kha means 
slave, the name the French gave to the Alak and other tribes 
that inhabit the region. East of the Sekong River and through 
the tangled mountains and scattered, sparsely populated 
villages, control of the Khas since 1950 has rested with a 
swarthy tribal chief named Sithone, who also is one of toe 
members of toe central executive committee of the Neo Lao 
Hax Xat Pary. toe Pathet Lao’s political front in Laos. 

More than 60 years ago toe French began their fruitless 
efforts to pacify toe areas. They had a fleeting success in 
1937 when with three battalions of cavalry and 200 elephants 
they broke into rebel headquarters, killing Sithone’s father 
and six of his brothers. Sithone himself was sentenced to life 
imprisonment, but escaped during the Second World War. 
When toe Pathet Lao and the Viet Minh appeared on the 
scene, Sithone became their natural ally. 

By 1961 it had become obvious that the Ho Chi Minh Trail 
would be of enormous importance in toe Vietnam War. 
SEATO considered, and rejected, the sort of action against it 
that the Americans and South Vietnamese have now taken. 

Again, in 1962, in toe long discussions that led to the 
Geneva agreement on Laos, Averell Harriman went to 
considerable lengths to get the Russians to spell out their 
commitment to put an end to the traffic along the trail. Their 
assurances on this point were one of the preconditions for an 
American signature to the agreement. 

Within six months of the agreement, however, It became 
apparent that toe Russians were in no position to see that it 
was honored. Planes continued to drop supplies at Tchepone, 
and in December, 1962, South Vietnamese forces found a huge 
dump of new Chinese weapons, all erf which had been moved 
along toe trail. 

Even at this time few guessed how significant It would 
eventually become. It consisted of nothing more than a 
number of tracks, spread out over hundreds of miles of 
territory, and often only wide enough for a man, or a small 
mountain pony. The formidable mountain barriers of southern 
Laos seemed to ensure that it would never be able to cope 
with the needs of an army 200,000 men strong fighting in 
remote parts of South Vietnam. 

By 1965, however, it was apparent that one of toe world's 
most remarkable road building programs was under way in 
toe region of the trail. Despite seemingly effective landslide 
bombing missions, toe North Vietnamese continued to use the 
two main entry routes Into Laos from North Vietnam, the 
Mugia and Nape passes. Two roads, including one newly 
built, ran south to the main staging post of Tchepone on 
Route 9. A third access route crossed the demilitarized rone 
In northwestern South Vietnam and picked up Route 9 just 
inside the border.. 

v The need to keep the roads concealed from toe air by the 
jungle canopy prevented them from becoming effective at all 
times of toe year. With security in mind, toe engineers built 
fords Instead of bridges. The road-making waa nevertheless 
highly sophisticated, as the Americans and South Vietnamese 
learned when they discovered bulldozers and other heavy 
earth moving equipment in the Ashau valley, where a branch 
road from toe trail provides an access route towards Hue and 
Da Nang. 

As an alternative to a military operation to attempt to 


cut the trail, then U.S. defence secretary Robert McNamara 
once considered building an electronic fence all the way 
across central Vietnam and central Laos, sowing it with highly 
sensitive devices which would herald the approach of men 
and machines to far off listeners. 

When this idea was finally abandoned, the U.S. air force 
again attempted to interdict toe trail with some highly 
sophisticated and lethal devices, but, despite the best efforts 
of the B52s, trucks running the trail continued to get through 
in sufficient numbers to pose • long-term threat to Cambodia 
and ultimately to South Vietnam. 

Despite the use of long-range patrols and “trial watchers,” 
toe region is still pretty much terra incognita. No one can be 
sure what military surprises the North Vietnamese may have 
prepared against this sort of attack. Moreover, to attempt to 
drive as far as Tchepone is in itself highly ambitious. 

The timing is, however, extremely good. Assuming that 
the South Vietnamese do reach their objective, it may take 
the North Vietnamese several months to prepare a general 
counter-offensive. And by this time the South Vietnamese will 
be ready to go home and to leave the interdiction of toe trail 
to toe monsoons. 

All going wefll, then this will force the North Vietnamese 
to slow down in Cambodia. It will ensure that the heat is kept 


off South Vietnam, or at least the southern parts of the 
country. 

Prince Sihanouk’s visit to Hanoi and the sharp attacks 
against the United States from the North Vietnamese, Chinese 
and Pathet Lao leaders reflect the obvious concern of the 
communist forces. Diversionary actions are, of course, 
possible, but toe easiest would serve Mttle purpose, the most 
desirable would take too long to mount, and the others are 
full of hazard. 

If they feel so inclined, the North Vietnamese can 
intensify their attacks southward from the Plain of Jars, take 
Luang Prabang and even Vientiane. But to what end? They 
could thrust across toe demilitarized zone and hope to sever 
the South Vietnamese lines of communication along Route 9. 
But this would be a major, and dangerous, expansion of 
the war. 

A long term possibility Is to expand the trail areas 
westward in Laos, but this would take years, not months, and 
has the disadvantage of moving into areas that lack full 
jungle cover. 

Assuming that General Abrams and the South Vietnamese 
forces have not bitten off more than they can chew, and that 
they will take Tchepone, Hanoi will have lost the initiative. 
And there is no easy wsy by which It may be recovered.

Great Matt Strike Produces Total Indifference 

British Couldn’t Care Less

Britons, to their own and 
everyone else's surprise, are 
finding it is really no great 
matter if toe pestman does 
not even ring once. 

For generations, the British 
mail service had been a thing 
erf national pride and personal 
convenience — two and three 
daily deliveries t o every 
borne, almost Instant pickup 
and delivery trf specials in the 
aities, no place more distant 
by mall than overnight. 

But now that the country is 
approaching toe fifth week of 
a n unprecedented national 
postal strike, with no mail 
deliveries or pickups since 
Jan. 19, a fundamental ques¬ 
tion is being raised: 

Are certain public services 
such as the post really as 
essential to modern society as 
previously thought? 

Nothing illustrates the point 


better than the public reac¬ 
tion or lack of it, to this strike. 

The British have treated 
the absence of their friendly 
postman about as casually as 
they take a cup of afternoon 
tea. There is an air of almost 
total indifference t o this 
strike, which was supposed to 
affect a way of life for 
millions of people. 

Asked for an assessment of 
public opinion, a government 
official said: 

“This is a most extraordin¬ 
ary development. It is the 
most apathetic strike we have 
seen. What public pressure? 
We don’t see any pressure.” 

If anything, the British 
seem to be enjoying these 
letterless days. 

The neighborhood shop¬ 
keeper’s reaction was typical: 

“It’s perfect, just marvel¬ 
lous. I don’t get bank state¬ 
ments through the letter slot 
and I can still use the phone 
to reach friends. If I don’t 


want to talk to people on the 
phone, I don’t answer. And 
later I blame toe trouble on 
the strike.” 

The man at the bus stop in 
London’s fashionable Chelsea 
district agreed: 

“All you get through the 
mails these days is a lot of 
rubbish anyway. The only 
letters I get are bills, stupid 
notices and word from credi¬ 
tors. I like the postmen but I 
hope they stay out forever." 

The bricklayer in downtown 
London put it differently: 

“Who needs the mail? I 
never use letters. I visit my 
friends or phone them.’* 

As for the young married 
secretary, her only comment 
was: “I haven't heard from 
my mother-in-law for more 
than a month and as far as 
I’m concerned this can go on 
indefinitely. It’s all very jolly. 
I’vp had in years." 

The strike has clearly hurt 
It’s the nicest, quietest time 


small businesses and other 
concerns such as large mail 
order houses. Bills are not 
going out and payments are 
not ooming in. 

The reactions of major 
industry, however, is enough 
to make the post office 
wonder about its future and 
the services it thought it was 
providing. This strike no 
doubt will have a long-range 
adverse effect on the post 
office, already losing $1.7 
million a day. 

In many of the country’s 
larger corporations officials 
are finding that their own 
alternative services are in 
some cases faster, cheaper 
and more effective than the 
traditional postal system. 

In London and in other 
major British cities there is 
now considerable talk within 
business circles, about main¬ 
taining parts of these private 
pickup and delivery services 
after the strike is over.

Williams Attacked 
On Rezoning Issue

Tlie table* war* turned on 

Bob Williams (N DP -Van¬ 
couver East) Thursday, when 
he was accused In the Xregia- 
lature of offering to secure a 
property re zoning from a 
municipality through the 
pressure of his office. 

Williams, who has accused 
Premier Bennett’s two sons of 
making fortunes through land 
speculation along highways In 
the Central Okanagan heard 
the charge levelled at him by 
Herb C a p o z z i , (SC—Van¬ 
couver Centre). 

Capozzi said Williams and a 
partner had bought an island 
with a $20,500 mortgage 
against it, and it is now 
offered lor sale for $115,000. 

Williams said later outside 
the Legislature that he bad 
telephoned his partner, Wil¬ 
liam Boutiller, who said that 
he had received a telephone 
call about two weeks ago 
asking if he would sell the 
Island for $115,000 and he had 
said he would be interested. 

Williams said he had no 
doubt that the call was made 
after his Legislature speech 
dealing with “rip-off artists’’ 
and speculation in the Okan- 
M*n. 

“This it an MLA represent¬ 
ing Vancouver East who says 
lie can secure a rezoning 
(from a municipality because 
«f the pressure of his office,” 
said Capozzi. 

Capozzi said the land in¬ 
volved w a a a three-acre 
Island, known as Grey Rocks, 
close to Deep Cove Marina, 
about eight miles east of 
Vancouver. 

The island had been bought

by William and another man 

— Williaiji Charles Boutilier 

— and there is s $20,500 
mortgage on it. 

Capozzi read a letter which 
he said was dated Feb. 9 
from Alpine Estates to John 
Weattoood of Western Pacific. 

The letter described the 
island which is zoned for 
single family residential, and 
gave & selling price of 
$115,000. 

"As the owners recognize 
that any proposed develop¬ 
ment would require re-zoning 
of the property they are 
prepared to co-operate In 
securing the necessary ap¬ 
provals," said the letter. 

Williams said later outside 
the Legislature that he has 
not authorized anyone to sell 
his property, in which he has 
a half interest. He said he 
and Boutilier bought it seven 
years ago. 


At that time, he said the 
property was unzoned, but 
after the purchase it was 
zoned t o residential and 
limited development 

“I don’t know anything 
about that letter,” com¬ 
mented Williams, adding that 
he had no intention whatso¬ 
ever of applying for rezoning 
of the island. He did not know 
where the figure of $115,000 
came from, he said. 

Williams pointed out that 
there is no highway to the 
island and no chance of It 
being used for a gas station 
or a motel. 

Before launching his attack 
on Williams, Capozzi said he 
had been disturbed by pre¬ 
vious accusations of specula¬ 
tion, of peopta using privilege 
to obtain things, and accusa¬ 
tions that some people ore 
"rip-off artists", which he 
defined as a person using 
privilege to obtain a favor to 
make a profit 

He later went on to defend 
land developers. 

The great growth of B.C. he 
said, was because of citizens 
who go Into areas and take a 
chance — people who risk 
everything they have on the 
possibility that it may return 
something to them. He added 
that he had done this eight 
times, and three times had 
come within a hair's breath of 
losing.

William Hartley (NDP - 
Yale-UUooet) called on tha 
province Thursday to estab¬ 
lish public group medical 
clinics throughout the prov¬ 
ince to cut the rising costs of 
medical care. 

He told the Legislature the 
government is running 
"Socred sickness insurance” 
in the province, citing the 
doubling of medicare costs in 
its second year of operation. 

The cost increase must be 
blamed, Hartley said, on the 
principle that ,r the sicker you 
are, the more you pay” the 
doctors. He added that, in 
B.C., “people are twice as 
sick” now that doctors’ fees 
are being paid by medicare. 

“It’s time public group 
health clinics be set up in 
rural and urban areas In this 
province so that we can 
stress prevention of illness 
rather than cure,” the NDP 
member maid. 

Hartley also read the House 
a letter sent by three Victoria 
surgeons to their patients 
saying they had decided to 
discontinue the billing ar¬ 
rangement with the govern¬ 
ment under the medicare 
plan. 

The letter sent out by Dr. 
Paul Gareau, Dr. D. A. Baird 
and Dr. John M. Wellman 
said: “The reasons for this 
are numerous and briefly are 
that we object to the increas¬ 
ing interference by the gov¬ 
ernment in medical affairs, 
and our fears this may be 
detrimental to tha doctor- 
patient relationship in the 
future.” 

The effect of the move, the 
letter said, would be that In 
future the patient must claim 
for fees instead of the gov¬ 
ernment paying the doctors 
directly. 


Hartley sakl the NDP was 
opposed to allowing of doctors 
to opt out of the medicare 
scheme.

Ovans said: "The BCTF 
points out that tenure is only 
the tip of the iceberg which 
represents the problem of 
assuring quality teaching. The 
aim of developing a com¬ 
petent teaching staff can be 
attained only through a total 
systems approach.

Medicinal Drain 
Worries Black 


New developments in medi¬ 
cine can drain provincial 
hospital resources, Highways 
Minister Wesley Black said in 
the Legislature Thursday. 

He named the upsurge in 
abortions, sterilization opera¬ 
tions, kidney failure, heart 
disease and coronary insuf- 
fiency as some of the opera¬ 
tions filling hospital beds. 

There would also be ex¬ 
penses with such techniques 
as heart transplants, said 
Black. 

Black said he was also 
concerned about the amount 
of laboratory work such as x- 


rays, blood tests and renal 
analysis being done in private 
laboratories, while such facili¬ 
ties as the laboratory at 
Royal Jubilee Hospital, which 
costs about $500,000 are only 
one-third occupied. 

“As far as I am concerned 
it seems a ridiculous situa- 


Black also warned advo¬ 
cates of increased para-medi¬ 
cal derviegs that while needs 
are under continuing study, 
the costa are non-shareable. 

“What is the matter with 
asking Ottawa to share?” he 
asked. 


A bill introduced in the B.C. 
Legislature Thursday pro¬ 
vide* for landowners to reg¬ 
ister the title to the air sjiace 
above their land and to sell or 
lease that air space. 

“There are no upper 
limit!," Attorney-General 
Leslie Peterson said in an 
interview outside the Legis¬ 
lature, explaining the new Air 
Space Titles Act 

Peterson said people have 
always owned the air space 

above their property,'but until 
this time the problem has 
been how to pass on title if 
one wanted to sell it. 

He said if the bill passes 
the house K will be possible to 
buy designated air space 
parcels in the same way that 
numbered land lots are now 
sold. 

He said he was not aware 
of any legislation in the world 
like that proposed, this 
liasses the House, BLC. will 
certainly be In the space 
age.” 

Peterson said right now if 
anyone wanted to develop the 
space above their property 
and manage it themselves 
there was no problem, but if 
that space was for sale there 
was no way of registering 
title. 

He said it was possible that 
only a portion of air space 
would be for sale and 'if the 
bill passes it will be possible 
to register this with the land 
registry office. 

He said it would be partic¬ 


ularly useful if anyone wanted 
to build over streets or 
railway tracks. 

He said he did not foresee 
any problem with air traffic 
crossing registered air space. 

“There is no problem now, 
and people own the air space, 
right up without limit above 


their properly,” lie said. 
“Obviously if (here was a 
building, perhaps on pillars, 
in the air space no airplane 
will want to hump into It.’ 

According to the bill, regis¬ 
tered air space parcels have 
to have vertical sides, and 
horizontal top and bottom 
surfaces.

Ruling Due Soon 
On 17-Year-Olds 


A BjC. Supreme Court 
judge will ait In Vancouver 
next Friday to hear the 
p r o v i n c ial government’s 
appeal in the case of 17-year- 
olds. * 

The Daily Colonist learned 
the hearing date Thursday 
from legal sources who said 
the Judge’s decision might be 
made by March 5. 

Most cases in B.C. involving 
17-year-olds have been held 
up since Jan. 29. when 
Vancouver Provincial Court 
Judge John Anderson thrrew 
out a 1970 federal law which 
said 17-year-olda should be 
heard in adult courts and 
ruled they should appear in 
juvenile or family courts. 

The B.C. government had 
asked Ottawa for the change 
to adult courts. 

Since Jan. 29, cases involv¬ 
ing nine 17-year-olds have 
been delayed in Victoria 
Provincial Court’s criminal 
court section alone. 

Seven of the nine faced 
charges laid since Jan. 29 
while the other two were up 
for trial. The various charges 
included breaking and enter¬ 
ing and theft, trafficking in a 
restricted drug, possession of 
a narcotic, false pretences, 
vagrancy, uttering, theft in¬ 
volving less than $50 and 
assault causing bodily harm. 

These were adjourned to 
various later dates and* If the 
Supreme Court judge upholds 
the adult-court law, the logr 
jam could have a major 
effect on a court calender 
that is already flv# or six 
weeks behind. 

In the same period, two 17- 
year-olds who pleaded guilty 
or were convicted before Jan. 
29 appeared for sentence. One 
got a suspended sentence tor 
possession of marijuana and 
the other a $150 fine tor 
possession of hashish. 


Court sources indicated 
these sentences would become 
null and void if the Supreme 
Court judge upholds the 
Anderson ruling — unless 
B.C. decided to appeal the 
appeal decision. It was not 


known if the two cases would 
go to juvenile court should 
Anderson be upheld. 

The sources said the 
Supreme Court judge will 
either rule Anderson was 
right or order him to hear the 
case which led to the appeal.

moratorium halted a strike by 
the UTU and three other 
unions, which since have 
settled with the railroads. 

President Nixon has asked 
Congress for special authority 
to impose a settlement in the 
UTU dispute or permit par¬ 
tial operation of the railroads 
during a walkout Congress in 
the past has imposed other 
settlements when the rail 
management and labor could 
not agree voluntarily.

‘How Can Adults Be So Stupid?’ 


TORONTO (CP) - A group of Japanese- 
Canadian hockey players has been advised 
that it cannot participate in a tournament in 
Japan because of the Canadian Amateur 
Hockey Association’s ban on international 
competition, a spokesman for the team said 
Thusrday. 

Gene Hamada of Toronto, who is 
organizing the tour, said the players will 
leave for Japan Sunday as scheduled but will 
not be permitted to play against teams 
affiliated with the Japanese national associa¬ 
tion. He said they haw* pranged games 
against independent clubs instead. 

The players, all from the Metropolitan 
Toronto area, have no affiliation with the 
CAHA and are not subject to suspension. A 
team of eight-year-olds from the Don Valley 
Hockey Association was suspended Wednes¬ 
day for refusing to abandon plans to tour 
Finland next month despite the CAHA ban. 

The ban was imposed early last year when 
Canada withdrew from the world hockey 
tournament after a dispute over the 
eligibility of professional players. 

Hamada said he was told by Japanese 
authorities that teams under their jurisdic¬ 


tion would face disciplinary action if they 
played against a Canadian dub. 

Meanwhile John) Holden, co-chairman of 
the Don Valley association, said he still hopes 
to iron out the problems of the team of eight- 
year-olds with the Metropolitan Toronto 
Hockey League, a CAHA affiliate.

producing a few fish, although it couldn’t be called hot. 

In the Albemis it has been a case of fishing between floods, 
but rivers were clearing and dropping Thursday. Snow in the 
hills was helping maintain steady flows.

McClelland & Stewart Up For Grabs 

Foreign Sale Resisted 


By CHISHOLM Mac DONALD 

'TORONTO (CP) - The 
financially-troubled publishing 
house of McClelland and 
Stewart Ltd., which had 
prided Itself In being the most 
active proponent of Canadian 
books in the last two decades, 
went on sale Thursday. 

"But only as a last resort 
will it go to a foreign buyer,” 
aaid president Jack McClel¬ 
land, reflecting on the sales of 
two other publishing houses in 
recent months — Ryeraon 
Press and W. J. Gage Ltd. — 
to United States interests. 

When Ryeraon was sold last 
fail, Mr. McClelland said 
there were no circumstances 
under which his company 
would ever be sold to the U S. 
— "I would go bankrupt 
first." 

He told a news conference 
Thursday the decision to aell 
the firm, one of the last 
major Canadian-owned pub¬ 
lishing houses, "was a per¬ 
sonal decision and a matter of 
economic necessity ." 

Almost immediately, fears 
that the 65-year-old business 
would fall Into American 
hands became evident. 

Author Farley Mowat, a 
director of the firm which put 
his books on the market, and 
a fiery supporter of all things 
Canadian, lambasted govern¬ 
ment officials, especially at 
the Ontario level, for a lack 
of interest in the field. 

"McClelland and Stewart is 
one of the last bulwarks of 
Csmdianism in this country,” 
he said in an interview. "And 
it is being forced to the wall 
by a total lack of interest by 
people who pretend to govern 
this country and who are no 
more than spokesmen for U.S. 
interests in Canada. 

Mr. McClelland said: "We 
are currently studying several 
Canadian possibilities. But we 
will, of course, consider offers 
from any responsible source

Flowers in the house can be a great 
joy at this season of the year, bringing 
a breath of spring into the home at a 
time when we are thoroughly tired of 
dull winter weather. Potted bulbs are 
the great standby here, but if you didn’t 
get around to potting up any tulips, 
daffs or hyacinths last fall, there is no 
need to get along without the company 
of living flowers. 

A careful search around the garden 
will be almost sure to turn up the odd 
plant which can be potted up and 
brought indoors to provide some color. 

Among the crocuses, snowdrops and 
other bulbs, it is often possible to find a 
few precocious individuals which are 
nicely up and in bud. 


the least harm from her stay indoors 
during her flowering period. 

Wanda herself isn’t for the dinner 
table, though, for the lovely deep purple 
of her petals becomes a rather 
unpleasant magenta shade when viewed 
under the yellow rays of artificial light. 
Some of Wanda's cousins ars more 
suited for afterdark viewing. 

Did you ever try cutting out a square 
of periwinkle — Vinca minor — with a 
sharp spade and bringing it indoors in a 
shallow ornamental dish or bowl? 

In the warmth of the house this plant 
will burst into bloom within a week and 
provide a fine display of dainty flowers. 
Branches of japo*iica, forsyfoia and 
flowering almond can be cut, too. to be 
brought into bloom in vases of water. 

Lily of the Valley can be forced 
Indoors also. Dig up a tangled clump of 
roots, shake off the soH and separate 
them. Retain only the ones with plump, 
blunt growing points for potting up — 
the younger plants with sharp, pointed 
“pipe” are too immature for forcing. 
Clean up your selected plants, then trim 
the roots to about three inches in 
length, for you won’t have room for 
longer roots in your pots or bowls of 
soil. 

A wonderful stimulant for these Lily 


of the Valley roots is to soak them in 
lukewarm wafer for half a day. A 
temperature of 100 degrees is ideal — 
the warmth should be just barely 
perceptible to the hands — and this 
temperature can be maintained during 
the soaking period by standing the bowl 
on a warm radiator, or even the TV set. 

Do NOT use the kitchen range, even 
at its lowest setting; one of my 
neighbors simmered the daylights out of 
her roots, then wondered why her 
stewed Lily of the Valley pips wouldn’t 
grow! 

4r ir ★ 

After their four-hoar warm bath, the 
roots may be potted up. I like to blot 
mine dry first with paper towelling so 
the root hairs don’t cling together and 
can be spread out in the soil. 

‘ . A five-inch pot will take six plants 
nicely, five around the edge and one in 
the middle, using purchased pottong 
soil or a mixture of equal parts loam, 
sand and peat moss. Plant with the 
fibrous roots fairly deep but well spread 
out, and with the white pips only just 
barely covered.

A great deal of confusion 
has arisen over whether the 
U.S. has ground combat 
troops in Laos. 

As you know, congress has 
specifically forbidden Presi¬ 
dent Nixon to send any there. 
If he does, it will unquestion¬ 
ably lead to widening the war 
— the one between congress 
and the president. 

Of course, the administra¬ 
tion admits to having “recon¬ 
naissance teams” and "heli¬ 
copter rescue crews” and 
outfits like that in Laos. And 
while they are all troops and 
all on the ground and all 
presumably ready to give 
combat should the opportunity 
arise, everyone agrees they 
are not ground combat troops. 
So that’s all right. 


The name of the American 
ground combat troop in Laos, 
it can now be revealed, is 
Corporal Alvin Bartz. The 
decision to send him there 
was not an easy one. 

President Nixon was 
advised that the Cooper- 
Church amendment prohibit¬ 
ing “ground combat troops” 
did not, per se, prohibit a 
ground combat troop. Con¬ 
cerned as he was about the 
critical importance of the 
Laos operation, particularly 
to the 1972 elections, the 
president acted with dispatch. 

“Let us send,” he said, 
“every aingle troop we can.” 

Once the decision had been 
made, the Pentagon moved 
with swift military efficiency. 
A site was selected in a 
marshy swamp 10 miles 
inside Laos for “Fire Base 
Bartz.” The headquarters 
company was located on a 
cool hilltop three miles to 
Corporal Bartz’ rear. 

There was some question 


about sending an entire head¬ 
quarters company of 148 
officers and men. But as 
General Walter K. (Zip) 
Zapp, now in charge of the 
operation, said: “No combat 
troop in history has ever 
fought without a headquarters 
company.’'

Still to be decided at a high 
policy level is whether Bob 
Hope and his troupe will be 
flown in to entertain Corporal 
Bartzat Christmastime, if he 
can hold out till then.

He wants to make “abso¬ 
lutely certain”, he explained 
in the corridors of the Com¬ 
mons Thursday, that Rogers 
and the U.S. administration 
“fully understand” the 
dangers of pollution of the 
British Columbia coast in the 
T.A.P.S. proposal tn pipeline 
north slope oil to the Alaska 
seaboard and then tanker it 
down to a port in Washington 
state within “a spill’s dis¬ 


tance” of the Canadian sea¬ 
board and waters. 

Sharp so far has had no 
reply nor he is sure he 
expects one, explaining that 
he is in “quite regular touch” 
with Rogers and has met him 
in Washington and New York 
although the U.S. state secre¬ 
tary has yet to come to 
Ottawa. 

Meanwhile, while the depart¬ 
ment of the interior T.A.P.S. 
hearing continues in Washing¬ 
ton, Sharp again publicly 
urges Canadians “and Ameri¬ 
cans too, because they have 
an essential ecological stake 
in this” to make themselves 
heard in protest against the 
scheme. 

The government itself can’t 
protest, he explains, because 
at the moment there is

Control Urged 


HARRISON HOT SPRINGS 
(CP) — The collective bar¬ 
gaining concept must be 
extended to allow union mem¬ 
bers greater control over 
their work lives, the Indus¬ 
trial Relations Management 
Association of British Colum¬ 
bia was told Thursday. 

L, H. Lorrain, vice-presi¬ 
dent and Canadian director of 
the International Brotherhood 
of Pulp. Sulphite and Paper 
Mill Workers, told delegates 
to the two-day conference 
that workers must be allowed 
greater participation in tradi¬ 
tional management decision¬ 
making areas if conflict is to 
be resolved and strikes re¬ 
duced.

and to the government “be¬ 
lated and timid recognition of 
the principle that privacy of 
the company cannot be toler¬ 
ated in decisions which have 
a major public impact.” 

He called for a “watchdog” 
agency representing govern¬ 
ment, union and management, 
to identify areas of dissatis¬ 
faction and recommend solu¬ 
tions. 


Lorrain said the collective 
bargaining system should be 
extended to give the unions 
more power and to provide a 
vehicle of expression for 
employees. 

He suggested such decisions 
as plant closures, relocations, 
modernizations — “matters of 
tremendous import for em¬ 
ployees and the community” 
— be undertaken by manage¬ 
ment after advice from the 
union and community. 

Lorrain called recent legis¬ 
lation in Quebec and Ontario 


In addition, he suggested 
plant workers be given more 
opportunity to determine their 
own work schedules and nego¬ 
tiate plant rules and other 
items which affect them, such 
as selection of supervisors. 

Another speaker said it is 
the philosophy of the adver¬ 
sary system in labor pro¬ 
cesses, rather than the actual 
machinery of collective bar¬ 
gaining, that causes most of 
today's labor relations prob¬ 
lems. 

Robert W. Bonner, execu¬ 
tive administrative vice-presi¬ 
dent of MacMillan Bloedel 
Ltd., said alternatives to 
“these crude tools 'of settle¬ 
ment” — strikes and lockouts 
— must be actively sought.

that — “a plan” — and not a 
policy. 

It is only a report — 
favorable to the T.A.P.S.

So now is the time “to 
shout from the house tops” 
both in British Columbia and 
Washington State, he advises.

So the fear is that if 
Canada “protested” formally 
on the TAPS proposal, the 
U.S. government very likely 
would say, “Sure we’ll talk 
about it — but we’U also have 
to talk about those three 
points we protested and were 
ignored.” 

There is another “diffi¬ 
culty.” too, as Sharp ex¬ 
plained it. “Quite a number of 
people” worry about the 
pollution potential of the 
alternative to TAPS — the 
proposed inland pipeline down 
from Alberta to the Canadian 
interprov incial pipeline 
system — just as deeply as 
they do about the danger of 
collision and spillage on the 
coastal tanker route.

Thursday moved at the open¬ 
ing of the Commons that the 
government “express 
Canada’s opposition to the 
TAPS proposal and inform 
the U.S. government that both 
nations must participate in a 
joint task force to reach a 
solution of the problem that 
will best protect the environ¬ 
ment of any route used.”

"To issue leases to private 
groups for interim periods 
only serves to establish 
vested interests and improve¬ 
ments very costly to buy out, 
regardless of what the tease 
document may say.”

Guray, 38, of 1292 Denman, 
originally was charged with 
non-capital murder in the 
shooting death last Nov. 7 of 
Harder Singh GUI, 29. of New 
Westminster, in the street 
outside Ouray’s home. 

A B.C. Supreme Court jury 
In Victoria decided Jan. 15 
that Guray was guilty of a 
reduced charge of manslaugh¬ 
ter. 

Guray was sentenced Feb. 8 
by Mr. Justice J. G. Gould, 
who had presided at the trials 
and who said the “proper sen¬ 
tence” would have been eight 
years had Guray been of 
Canadian origin. 

He said the lower term

• B.C. Tel bonds had yielded 
up to 16 per cent interest, half 
of it tax free.

The 
South Vietnamese army re¬ 
ported killing 1,710 Com¬ 
munists in twin drives in Laos 
and Cambodia. 

South Vietnamese oom- 
manders also said recon¬ 
naissance patrols are scouting 
defense a# the Sepone hub of 
the Ho Chi Minh Trail in 
Laos. Sepone, 27 miles from 
the South Vietnamese border, 
to a key objective of the Laos 
offensive. 

U.S. spokesmen said the 
latest helicopter losses in¬ 
cluded a giant CH53 Sea 
Stallion. All three dead were 
aboard the 88-foot-long chop¬ 
per. American sources said 
the United States has lost 
only a handful of the $2 
million Sea Stallions, the 
heaviest helicopter in service 
In Vietnam. 

The latest casualties 
brought U.S. losses in the 
Laos operation to 34 killed, 85 
wounded and 13 missing. 

The downings raised to 18 
the U.S. command's official 
figure on helicopters lost in 
the campaign. 

The latest deaths came 
after the U.S. command re¬ 
vealed a sharp increase in 
American combat casualties 
last week with 51 GIs killed 
and 217 wounded. 

Communiques Thursday re¬ 
ported seven other U.S. air¬ 
craft damaged or lost, includ¬ 
ing three helicopters shot 
down in Laos and a $3 million 
Phantom jet fighter-bomber 
which crashed there. The two

For Veterans 

Pension 

Boost 

Passed 


OTTAWA (CP) - The 
Commons approved Thursday 
a government bill increasing 
veterans pensions and allow¬ 
ances after turning back a 
New Democrat move to delay 
passage because of what an 
NDP spokesman described as 
“the inadequacy of the legis¬ 
lation." 

Stanley Knowles (NDP — 
Winnipeg North Centre), an 
ardent supporter of increased 
pensions, said it was folly to 
pass the present bill unless it 
was first amended to increase 
benefits f o r exceptionally- 
handicapped veterans. 

Knowles proposed an 
amendment that would have 
sent the bill back to commit¬ 
tee for further study. The 
amendment was defeated 97 
to 68 with New Democrats, 
Conservatives and Creditistes 
voting in favor, 

Standing in the 264-seat 
Commons: Liberal 152, Con¬ 
servative 72, NDP 23, Credi- 
tisfce 13, Independent 1, vacant 
I. 

The bill received third and 
final reading on an informal 
voice vote. It now goes to the 
Senate. 

Veterans Affairs Minister 
Jean-Eudes Dube ukroduced 
a government amendment, 
passed with the bill, which 
will mean that those who 
were prisoners of the Japa¬ 
nese for a year or more 
during the Second World War 
win be entitled to a 50-per- 
oent disability pension if they 
have an assessable injury. 

"The government considers 
that these important new 
benefits are entirely appro¬ 
priate in view of the experi¬ 
ences suffered by the vet¬ 
erans of Hong Kong and of 
other Far Eastern opera¬ 
tions." 

Knowles said exceptionally 
Incapacitated veterans should 
be given a supplement that 
could go as high as 33,500 a 
year. The figure has been 
recommended twice by the 
House veterans affairs com¬ 
mittee. 

The hiH provides a max¬ 
imum for exceptional incapa¬ 
city of $2,400, and would set 
up a pension review board to 
act ns an independent court of 
appeal for pension applicants.

Ignores Warning 

Girl Describes 
Her Share 
In Murders 

LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Dark-haired Patricia 
Krenwinkel, speaking in an unemotional voice, said 
Thursday that she killed coffee heiress Abigail Folger 
and then went to the home of Leno Labianca the next 
night and helped kill two persons there, leaving a 
barbecue fork stuck in the man’s stomach. 

Tha 23-year old convicted 
■layer “ confessed" at the 
penalty phase of the Tate 
murder trial that she took 


part in both the Sharon Tate 
and LaBianca killings and 
that afterwards she felt 
“nothing.” 

Ignoring a warning from 
the judge that her testimony 
might coat her life, Miss 
Krenwinkel went to the wit¬ 
ness stand to admit in detail 
her part in the seven mur¬ 
ders. 

As had co-defendant Susan 
Atkins before her, Miss Kren¬ 
winkel absolved Charles Man- 
aon of any connection in 
planning or executing the 
murders on Aug. 1910, 1969. 

Miss Krenwinkel said she 
went into the LaBianca home 
the second night with Charles 
“Tex” Watson and Leslie Van 
Houten. 

She said that Mrs. Rose¬ 
mary LaBianca was holding 
up a lamp In her hand. 

“Leslie and I, like, reacted 
♦o her. She was reacting on 
us. I went to the kitchen and 
opened a drawer and grabbed 
out a whole bunch of utensils. 
I had a knife and Leslie had a 
knife. 

‘‘She said I won’t call the 
police and I started stabbing 
her and I guess Leslie did too. 
I didn’t pay any attention. 

“I went into the other room 
end I saw a man lying on the 
floor and I thought, you won't 
be sending your sorj off to the 
war. and I guess I put ’war’ 
on his chest. And I had a 
fork. And I put it in his 
stomach.” 

She said the night before 
■he drove with Miss Atkins 
and Watson and Linda Kasa- 
bian to the Tate residence. 


Miss Krenwinkel said they 
climbed over a fence and the 
next thing she heard was a 
■ound of gunshots. She did not 
elaborate, but that was when 
Watson allegedly shot lS-year- 
old Steven Parent in his 
automobile.

Then you cross to the ace of clubs and draw the last 
outstanding trump with the queen, discarding the four of 
hearts to make six-odd.

Cowichan ‘Threat’ Alarms Horticulturalist: 

Healthy Life, N-Plant Don t Mix

CROFTON — Horticultural¬ 
ist and health food writer 
John Tobe, 64, who moved to 
Vancouver Island from the 
east because he considered it 
the ideal place to live, may 
soon be seeking healthier 
pastures. 

The former nurseryman 


said in an interview this week 
he will be forced to move 
away with his wife and four 
children if plans go through to 
build a nuclear power station 
In the Cowichan Valley. 

He said he will move to 
either Ecuador or Australia. 

‘T don’t want to leave 
Canada as I am very happy 
here, but if the atomic plant 
is put on the Island I will 


leave — not wo much for my 
own health as I am too old 
for the cumulative effects to 
be felt, but rather on general 
principle." 

The Cowichan area is cur¬ 
rently being considered as a 
possible sight for the pro¬ 
posed nuclear power plant for 
B.C. The effects of thermal 
pollution are also being in¬ 
vestigated.

The MLA urged parents to 
sit down with their children 
and thoroughly warn them of 
the dangers of buying illicit 
chemical drugs that can 
cause death or permanent 
brain damage.

Oliver, alias Thomas Clin¬ 
ton, is also charged with the 
non-capital murder of Donald 
(Dogface) Turner, 38, in 
Vancouver last October.

Could Die 


NANAIMO — Six young 
persons in Nanaimo have 
received medical treatment 
that was reported since the 
weekend because of bad drug 
tripe, and “any one of them 
could “have died," Mayor 
Frank Ney said Thursday. 

“These kids are playing 
Russian roulette, and they 
don’t realize It," he said. 

“Children between 13 and 15 
years old are taking capsules 
they can buy for two-and-a- 
half dollars, and these cap¬ 
sules can be lethal. These 
kids have no assurance as to 
the strength of the drug in toe 
capsules. 

“Some have never tried the 
stuff before. To a large 
degree they are innocent 
young kids who get talked 
into it and don’t realize the 
dangers." - 

The MLA urged parents to 
sit down with their children 
and thoroughly warn them of 
the dangers of buying illicit 
chemical drugs that can 
cause death or permanent 
brain damage. 

He said Attorney General 


Leslie Peterson has asked for 
a complete report from 
RC M P he adquarters in 
Ottawa about the possibility 
of obtaining extra police to 
enforce drug laws in the area 
and to ask toe RCMP about

the advisability of involving 
police officers in drug educa¬ 
tion programs in schools. 

“We are a comparatively 
naive society so far as drugs 
are concerned," Ney said, 
and he talked about the 
difficulty in stamping out 
drug traffic. 

“You take one trafficker 
out of circulation and another 
walks in." 

He said it is also “discour¬ 
aging” that even the experts 
cannot agree on the effects of 
marijuana. 

“It would be wise to steer 
clear of opinions on the 
matter until more evidence is 
made public.” 

Ney said he found it 
difficult to believe reports of 
teachers saying there is noth¬ 
ing wrong with the use of 
marijuana. 

“It would be very irrespon¬ 
sible of them if it is true," he 
Said. 

Ney was commenting on an 
inquest Wednesday night 
which decided Michael Wil¬ 
liam Place, 21, of Wellington 
died of an overdose of drugs.

Older School

Trustees pointed out that to 
qualify for an activity room, 
an elementary school must 
have nine classrooms, and 
Quarterway has only eight.

Major Figures 

The largest increases in the 
budget are in instruction costs 
— teachers salaries — which 
are up almost $500,000 over 
last year, and in operations 
where the restoration of jani¬ 
tor service contributed to an 
increase of $163,000. 

The major budget figures 
are administration, $348,600; 
instruction, $5,461,940; opera¬ 
tions, $684,950; maintenance, 
$409,230; transportation, 
$158,000; auxiliary services, 
$8,500; non-operating, 
$235,500; debt services, 
$880,100, and capital account, 
$176400. 


No provision has been made 
for restoration o f school 
librarians, educational televi¬ 
sion live programming and 
teacher, nor shorter walk 
limits.

CROFTON — Horticultural¬ 
ist and health food writer 
John Tobe, 64, who moved to 
Vancouver Island from the 
east because he considered it 
the ideal place to live, may 
soon be seeking healthier 
pastures. 

The former nurseryman 
said in an interview this week 
he will be forced to move 
away with his wife and four 
children if plans go through to 
build a nuclear power station 
in the Cowichan Valley. 

He said he will move to 
either Ecuador or Australia. 

“I don’t want to leave 
Canada as I am very happy 
here, but if the atomic plant 
is put on the Island I will 
leave — not so much for my 
own health as I am too old 
for the cumulative effects to 


be felt, but rather on general 
principle." 

The Cowichan area is cur¬ 
rently being considered as a 
possible sight for the pro¬ 
posed nuclear power plant for 
B.C. The effects of thermal 
pollution are also being in¬ 
vestigated. 

Tobe, a member of the 
British Horticultural Society, 
is currently writing hu 20th 
book on organic foods. 

This one, he said, has been 
in the making for 25 years. It 
will be called Security and 
Five Acres and is intended as 
a survival manual in this 
pollution-threatened age. 

“Our whole way of life is 
endangered, and I am saying 
in this book that we must 
prepare for chaos even if it 
never comet.” 

The book suggests, as the 
first step towards survival, 
each individual buying one 
acre of land — the amount erf 
land, Tobe feels, needed to 
feed one person adequately. 


my years in the nursery and 
would like to be back there, 
instead I am stuck with this." 

He receives and answers 
three to foUr hundred letters 
every week from people who 
have read his books and 
bimonthly newsletter. 

His writing and research 
occupy much of Tobe’s time. 
The garden on his 128-acre 
farm is tended by his wife. 
The couple eat only the foods 


which Tobe advocates. They 
are still eating the vegetables 
and fruit from last fall's 
harvest 

The Tobe garden is com¬ 
pletely free of chemical ferti¬ 
lizers. “As a nurseryman I 
would be the first and biggest 
user of chemical fertilizers if 
I thought that they made the 
plants grow better, but they 
don’t" 

Although Interest in health 


and organic foods has only 
recently become widespread. 
Tobe has been actively in¬ 
volved with both for more 
than 30 years. He does not, 
however, believe in cures. 

“I believe in removing 
causes and providing proper 
nutrition. The body is fully 
capable of righting any 
wrongs." 

Tobe himself never takes 
vitamin pills, relying instead 
on his daily diet 


Protect Self and Family 


Vessels with the special

Instead, Tobe advocates a 
diet made up largely of 
vegetables, grains, fruits and 
nuts in their original form. 


Surprisingly, he does not list 
these foods among his favor¬ 
ites. 

“I really like bacon and 
eggs and all the goodies that 
are so bad for one’s health, 
but I eat the good things 
because I know that a person 
really is what he eats. * 

Tobe does not enjoy the role 
his organic beliefs have pro¬ 
pelled him into. “I enjoyed

“I was lying in bed with the 
flu," said Mrs. Massi* in an 
interview Wednesday, "when 
I heard Fred say there was a 
haunted house for sale. I said

I started to think about it, the 
more attractive the idea 
became. Well, the upshot was 
that we bought it. 

"Sure, it has crooked floors, 
but when you walk into it it’s 
like stepping into another age. 
I was absolutely entranced. I 
just knew we had to have it 
and, besides, we have a 
Siamese cat to talk to the 
ghost," Mrs. Massie said. 

The Tod house is located at 
2564 Heron. It was built in 
1851 by John Tod, a former 
Hudson's Bay factor. 

A former provincial as¬ 
sistant archivist, Mrs. Madge 
Hamilton, said recently the 
house was the first private 
dwelling to be built in Vic¬ 
toria and is the "oldest stand¬ 
ing dwelling west of the Great 
Lakes." 

Mrs. Hamilton said Tod, 
after retiring from 38 years

Oak Bay. Later he increased 
his holdings to four times that 
amount and, before he died in 
Victoria in 1882 at the age of 
88, was appointed to the 
legislative council of Van¬ 
couver Island. 

Until the recent sale, the 
house was owned by Mrs. 
Marian Evans, widow of Lt- 
Coi. T. . C. Evans who 
bequeathed it to the Canadian 
Historical Association because 
he wanted it preserved.

Retrials 

Win 

Freedom

A 21-year-old Victoria man 
who last year won new trials 
on two charges because the 
prown, in effect, appealed on 
his behalf left Victoria Pro¬ 
vincial Court a free man 
Wednesday shortly after the 
cases were called again. 

The accused man was 
David Roy Harvey, address 
not known. 

Last Sept. 28, Harvey was 
sentenced by traffic court 
Judge E. F. N. Robinson to 
six months in Jail after being 
found guilty on one charge 
each of critninaUy negligent 
driving and possession of 
stolen goods worth mare than 
$50. 

The first charge was laid 
Aug. 20 by Victoria police 
after a motorcycle was 
chased by a police car in 
Victoria, Saanich and Esqui¬ 
mau at speeds of up to 90 
miles an hour. The second 
charge concerned the motor¬ 
cycle itself. 

The crown appealed on the 
technical ground that the two 
charges had been merged Into 
one trial. On Nov. 25, the B.C. 
Appeal Court ordered a 
retrial on the possession 
charge, and on Dec. 1, the 
B.C. Supreme Cburt did the 
same on the driving charge. 

Harvey, who had acted as 
his own lawyer during the 
original trial and appeal*, 
was represented Wednesday 
by lawyer Norman 
Prelypchan. Peter Birkett 
was prosecutor and the judge 
was Edmond Jorre de St. 
Jarre. 

Harvey pleaded guilty to 
the driving charge this time 
and St. Jorre withdrew the 
possession charge after 
Birkett presented no evi¬ 
dence. 

Harvey claimed he had 
been held in jail until Dec. 24, 
or 23 days after the retrials 
were ordered. While this 
could not be confirmed, St. 
Jorre felt there could have 
been a "mixup" between 
court and deten tion 
authorities in the Lower 
Mainland, where Harvey was 
being held. 

He said the driving had 
been “completely mad,” but 
because Harvey had spent 
almost three months in jail, 
the judge choae a nominal one- 
day Jail term and a ond-year 
driving ban as the sentence.

NANAIMO - Francis 
Wayne Oliver, 21, was found 
guilty Thursday of the non¬ 
capital murder of Klaus War¬ 
ner Prufer, 32, at Boat 
Harbor Oct. 24, and sentenced 
to life imprisonment. 

Geoffrey Ronald Oram, 22. 
facing toe same charge in the 
shotgun killing, was acquitted 
by toe jury of seven men and 
five women after a 3Vs-hour 
deliberation in the B.C. 
Supreme Court trial. 

Oliver, barefoot and reading 
a Bible throughout the trial, 
told Mr. Justice Craig Munroe 
after being sentenced: 

“If 1 had my own way 
yoy’d have had to pick me up 
filled with bullet holes. 

“God told me I shouldn’t do 
that. God told me I made 
enough mistakes so I just 
should leave it up to him 
from now on. He said Jestts 
Christ said that he bad 
already paid for my sins and 
he gave me the promise and 
that is why I am here today 
and I have a clear con¬ 
science.” 

Both Oliver and Oram are 
members of the 101 KnigiA 
motorcycle gang, recenfir 
based in Powell River. 

Oliver, alias Thomas Clin¬ 
ton, is also charged with the 
non-capital murder of Donald 
(Dogface) Turner, 38, in 
Vancouver last October. 

Turner was an admitted 
police informer. His body was 
found on the basement staifs 
of his rented house in Kitel- 
lano. He had been killed by 
two shots from his own .38 
calibre revolver. 

Oliver was arrested and 
charged with toe Prufer and 
Turner killings after a week- 
long sea and land search.
